* At least seven warships of the U.S. Sixth Fleet sailed into Beirut harbor with 
advance elements of more than 5,000 Leathernecks assigned to the fleet. 
The ships, including an aircraft carrier, anchored two miles offshore and sent 
the Marines ashore in small boats on orders from President Eisenhower to help pro­ 
tect Lebanon’s “sovereignty and integrity” as well as American lives. 
The Navy announced today that the first landings ¡¡p 
of U.S. Marines in Lebanon were accomplished without % 
opposition under air cover provided by the 27,000-ton g 
aircraft carrier Essex. 
Eisenhower acted on a request from Lebanese Presi­ 
dent Camille Chamoun.

Just what is a speed trap? 
Police Chief Vincent Fara- 
gaili tried to explain this to 
Bristol Borough Council, last 
night. 
“We use a 1.000-foot tele­ 
phone wire with police offi­ 
cers at both ends to make 
sure our speed traps are le­ 
gal,” the chief reported. 
Eighth Of Mile 
“Motorists are clocked for 
the speed they travel over a 
distance of one-eighth of a 
mile. The police officer at 
the start of that distance 
judges whether he thinks a 
particular car is traveling 
over the speed limit. 
“If 
he 
does, 
he 
says: 
‘Clock black Ford.’ The of­ 
ficer at the other end of the 


trap will time the car until 
it reaches that end. 
“We do everything possi­ 
ble to make sure the trap is 
legal. We do not ticket a 
driver unless he is doing 10 
miles over the stated speed 
limit. 
Safe Driving 
“The purpose of the speed 
trap is, of course, not to col­

Americans Protected 


The U.S. Embassy ordered all American nationals 
into a suburban section of the capital, as if in preparation 
to take them out of Lebanon by sea. 
Lebanese government officials 
issued emergency orders to insure 
that there was no opposition to 
the U.S. Marine landing. 
Heavy guards were placed at 
the waterfronts of Beirut 
and 
Lebanon to prevent any vessels 
from going to sea. 
Beirut airport was closed to 
commercial traffic. 
President Eisenhower said that 
the action was in response to an 
urgent appeal f r o m President 
Chamoun of Lebanon.

CAIRO, U.A.iR, (UPI) - The 
pilot of an American airliner said 
today Iraqi revolutionary troops 
set up machineguns around the 
aircraft to prevent it from taking 
off from the Basra Airport. 
The plane, a TWA Supercon­ 
stellation, carried 30 passengers, 
about 20 of whom were Ameri­ 
cans. It was detained at Basra 
for 15 hours. 
The pilot, Capt. J. B. Hulburd, 
of U p p e r Black Eddy, Bucks 
County, Pa., said the revolution­ 
ary troops took over the airport 
without firing a shot. 
The plane made a stopover at 
Basra, in southeaster® Iraq about 
280 miles from Baghdad, while on 
a flight to Cairo. It continued the 
flight after clearance was grant­ 
ed. 
Hulburd said the Basra Airport 
was taken over ‘‘very quietly” by 
about 40 Iraqi revolutionary troops 
early Monday. He said he called 
the town 
and was told t h a t 
“crowds are demonstrating peace 
fully in the streets in favor of 
the revolution.” 
Hulburd said the Iraqi airport 
guards placed three machineguns 
around the plane because ‘‘they 
did not want us to leave without 
permission.” 
The pilot said the passengers 
and crew swam 
in 
the airport 
pool awaiting permission to de­ 
part. 
He said he was allowed to take 
off after the arrival from Bagh­ 
dad of Brig. Gen. Naje El Talio, 
who was appointed by the new 
government to take over com­ 
mand o-f the armed forces in the 
Basra area. 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y. (UPI) 
—The United States informed the 
U.N. Security Council formally to­ 
day that U.S. forces have land­ 
ed in Lebanon to protect Ameri­ 
can citizens. It said they will be 
withdrawn “ as soon as the United 
Nations can take over.” 


The U.S. forces, Ambassador 
Henry Cabot Lodge told the coun­ 
cil, have instructions to establish 
immediate liaison with the U.N. 
observer group sent to Lebanon 
as a watchdog team against in­ 
filtration of men and m aterial 
from the United Arab Republic. 
“ It is too early,” Lodge told the 
council, “ to tell what the outcome 
of the revolt may be. But it is a 
grave threat to the integrity of 
free and independent countries. 
Lebanon cannot combat it with­ 


out support from friendly coun­ 
tries.”

The ships, including an aircraft carrier, anchored two miles offshore and sent 


the Marines ashore in small boats on orders from President Eisenhower to help pro- 
lect Lebanon’s “ sovereignty and integrity” as well as American lives. 
The Navy announced today that the first landings 


of U.S. Marines in Lebanon were accomplished without 
opposition under air cover provided by the 27,000-ton 
aircraft carrier Essex. 


Eisenhower acted on a request from Lebanese Presi­ 
dent Camille Chamoun.
